the state should be the muniticent patron ot 
schools of every grade. They made ample pro- 


vision for afund suflicient to maintain a noble | 


system of free common schools. Statutes on 
the subject have been framed by successive 
legislatures of the state; but, either through im- 
perfections in the statutes themselves, or through 
the inefficiency of those appointed to carry them 
into effect, sella worthy of note has hitherto 


been accomplished. The disposal of the lands’ 


set apart by the constitution for the maintenance 
The danger is, 
that, in this way, they may be lost to the school 
fund, and that the benefit of them will in no 


| wise accrue to the children. 


It becomes our first duty, therefore, to look 
well to the enactment of laws on the subject of 
education, and to endeavor to secure efficiency 
and good management on the part of those who 
are chosen to execute the laws. 

And then, we are bound to do our utmost in 
endeavoring to correct false views on the subject, 
and to raise the tone of public seatiment in re- 
spect to it. It is all false that none but parents 
and guardians have any interest in schools ; that 
the unmarried and childless should have no 
voice in the matter. The questien of public 
schools is, in fact, a question of civil liberty, of 
public safety, of public economy, of wise leone. 
of good order, and good morals. And, in ques- 
tions like these, the welfare of every one in 
civilized society, is deeply involved ; so that no 
one is exempt from an obligation to do what he 
can for the maintenace of a system of public 
schools. “As a good citizen, and a loyer of his 
kind. he ought to be earnest and active in the 
matter. 

California in her position, and with her advan- 
tages, ought to havo already been foremost 
among the new states in her school funds, school 
laws, and school advantages. If she is not so 
soon, we, her people, shall deserve to be set 
down as craven and faihtless. That we have 
provided so poorly for the children that are 
native born, and for the thousands that are flock- 
ing to our towns and cities, and into our green 
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tion, we shall find every part of the universe 
contributing something or other, either to the 
help or ornament of the whole. The great busi- 
ness of Providence is to be continually issuing 
out fresh supplies of the divine bounty to the 
creature, that lives and subsists like a lamp fed 
by continual infusions, and from the same hand 
which lights and set it up. So that covetousness 
is nothing so much as a grand contradiction to 
Providence, whilst it terminates wholly within 
itself.— South.

A Cheering Indication. 

; Every one must regard with pleasure fhe pas- 
sage of a bill by the Senate of this State, sup- 
pressing the vile practices which have too long 
heen allowed to desecrate the Sabbath. In 
doing this that body have but obeyed the clear- 
ly expressed will of the people who have peti- 
tioned them to enact a wholesome law that 
shall- seeure the proper observance of the 
day. The cause of morality and of decency 
as wellas a regard for the character and fair 
fame of our young, vigorous and growing State 
has long demanded such wholesome legislative 
enactment. The desecration of the Sabbath by 
every. species of immoral practice, has long been 
acrying evil against which the quiet orderly 
and moral citizen has remonstrated in vain.— 
Buall-fighting—bear-baiting, — horse-racing and 
kindred practices have been too long sutlered to 
disgrace the Sabbath day. Not only has the 
cause ot morals been sorely outraged. bunt the 
character and reputation—the welfare and pros- 
perity of the State has suffered in consequence 
of the name which California has attained 
abroad, from this source. The notices of the 
daily press of our city, giving the details of 
horse-races on Sunday, in this vicinity, have not 
tended by any means to elevate the character of 
our eity and State, abroad. 

- However long this salutary action of the Leg- 
islatiire, upon the petitions which have poured 
in upon that body—from all quarters, may have 
been delayed, every good citizen must rejoice 
at this indication of a healthy action and a moral 
tone ofthe system. The vote in favor of this 
measure was a decisive one, but four members 
having the temerity to oppose its passage. That 
it will receive the sanction of both branches and 
become a law there can be no doubt. No in- 
telligent and respectable body of men could 
possibly be found opposing a measure of this 
character. A spirit so utterly antagonistic to 
good morals and the welfare of the community 
could not certainly be entertained, for a moment 
by the enlightened legislators of a State. 

We look upon this movement as the harbinger 
of. better days—and as a cheering indication of 
the Future of California. 

A proper regard for the morals of society,—the 
observance of the decencies and proprieties of 
jife has been all that was needed to give per- 
manenry tothe State. and to elevate its character 
abroad.- The exhibition of that peaceful little 
“army with banners” the children attending the 
Common Schools of San Francisco, made in 
our streets a few days ago, was one of the most 
cheering indications of the character of the fu- 
tore in our State. This demonstration showed 
that the antidote accompanied the bane, and the 
corrective neutralized the poison.

‘Phe strawberry is indig@nous to this region, 
and the hills in the vicinity of this city and the 
shotes of the Bay, are now covered with supplies 
of that delicious berry in its wild state.

We saw a few days 
since among a lot of these berries growing spon- 
taneously upon our hills, picked in the vicinity 
of the Old Fort, some remarkably large, luscious 
and finely flavored berries. ‘Under proper culti- 
Yation these native plants are no doubt suscepti- 
bile of great improvement, and there is no doubt 

. but that the fine varieties under cultivation in 
the Atlantic States and England, Hovey’s and 

_ Keene’s seedlings, and other varieties would 

succeed better here, than even where they are 

now with so much success. As a quantity 

- @& the plants of these varieties have been 

brought here, and have been planted out in the 

gardens of the city and vicinity, there is no doubt 
but that the experiment will be fully tested.

Your letter, requesting some information as 
to the best mode of conducting a Sabbath class, 
for the benefit of the Chinese, was received a 
few days since. It gives me great satisfaction 
to reply to such queries, which are frequently 
addressed to me ; in the hope that gradually the 
Christians of this land will engage in this kind 
of labor, which will help to win the Chinese to 
the observance of the Sabbath, instruct them in 
our Janguage, prepare the way for their conver- 
sion and introduction into our churches, and 
kindle mutual sympathies that will be both for 
their and our good. The day I trust is not far 
off when many of those, so long strangers to the 
covenant of promise, will sit down at our sides 
before the communion table of the Lord; and 
fill our churches with joyful songs of praise to 
Him that hath redeemed us by His precious 
blood. The time I trust approaches when many 
Chinese congregations on either side of the 
Pacific Ocean will begin to ery “ Thy Kingdom” 
has indeed come, blessed God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Will not that be a happy 
day 

The first thing required to get up and main- 
tain a Sabbath class will be to visit and become 
well acquainted with those Chinese that have 
some knowledge of English. There are many 
who have been shopkeepers, mechanics, domes- 
tics, among the foreigners at the seven open 
ports, and numerous smuggling stations on the 
coast. There are not far from thirty scattered 
here who have enjoyed from one to eight years 
tuition at mission schools. If you can win the 
entire confidence of some acquainted to a great- 
er or less extent with our language, they will, 
if properly managed, take pride in acting as 
interpreters. By proper management I do not 
mean any courting and flattery; but a sincere, 
respectful, cordial, friendship, exhibited just as 
affection for an American would be, by fraternal 
words and deeds. The Chinese possess great 
native intelligence. Some well acquainted with 
them assert that they are not inferior in this re- 
spect to the Anglo Saxon race. And it must be 
remembered that they are a modest, polite, sober, 
and, as heathen, a suspicious people. The atiec- 
tation-ot benevolence which talks large, keeps 
ata distance, and casts them the gospel, like 
corn-cobs to swine, they will despise and spurn. 
We must do like Jesus, in our intercourse with 
the Chinese. He “laid his hands upon” the blind 
man’s eyes, and made him look vp; and he was 
restored, and saw every man clearly.” 

Books, such as you wish for cannot be obtain- 
ed as yet. There are a few copies of * William's 
Vocabulary,” that will render much assistance 
in the translation of words, to be obtained from 
Mr. Richard Cole, Green St. near Broadway, 
San Francisco, and the Chinese possess some of 
the Ying wa tung yu, or “current words in 
English,” a coarse’ pamphlet of 300 pages pre- 
pared by a native at Hong Kong. Until some- 
thing is furnished that will suit the purpose, 
some simple primer or spelling book, such as 
Sander’s will be found best adapted to your 
wants. 


The distribution of gospels and tracts, which 
may be obtained from the Pacific Tract Society's 
Depository, Clay Street, in this city, will help to 
inform your scholars and other Chinese as to the 
doctrines of Christianity. And you may be fur- 
ther assisted by comparing verses in the English 
and Chinese translations ; though the idiom of 
the two languages is very diflerent, and the 
latter version more terse. A few hymn_ books 
may be furnished by myself, where specially 
required, and some of our sweetest hymn tunes 
be taught to them without great diftlieulty. Their 


style of singing is the opposite of ours, and yet- 


such heart-touching airs as St. Martins, when 
sung with feeling, do and must have power to 
move their souls also. 

Asa faithful Sabbath school teacher among 
ourselves will visit his little ‘“ charge,” to interest 
their feelings, familiarize himself with their 
habits and modes of thoughts, and wateh and 
water the feeblest buddings of truth in their 
hearts, so must our Chinese friends be visited. 
The more thoughtful. deserving, and intelligent, 
should be drawn into intercourse with Christian 
families: and thus the intense nationality, pride, 
and seltishness of the Chinese be broken up, 
their fears banished, ignorance dispelled, and 
the superior purity, happiness, and comfort of all 
our social relations be displayed for their imita- 
tion. Acts of kindness to their sick and visits 
to them, on the part of disinterested and benevo- 
lent persons, will surprise, and awaken attention, 
and even genuine gratitude. And should not 


‘the Christian aim to save the souls of those who 


are hourly dying, and whom he must meet at 
the bar of God! 

Beside the instructions of the Sabbath, night- 
schools, which many would willingly attend, 
and where they can learn also geography, as- 
tronomy, and writing, would be of incalculable 
benetit. These would draw a few paying schol- 
ars, but would do far more good if gratuitous. 


In closing this letter, whigh, for the sake of 
others, whose hearts are set upon the same great 
and noble work, it may be best to send you in a 
printed form, allow me to suggest. 


First, the necessity of long patience ; both that 
“long patience of the husbandman,” who “wait- 
eth for precious fruit,” (James 5: 7) and that 
“ patience,” which with “love, and meekness,” 
will endure all things, and continue, by the help 
of God. This is a most trying work in too many 
respects. Judson was seven years before he 
saw the first convert. But at his death seyenty 
churches, with a hundred each, blessed his 
name. 

Second; dear brother; the experience of all 
that labor among the heathen testifies that ardent 
prayer must prepare the seed and soil, and many 
tears must water them if you look for success in 
what you have undertaken. It is what you do 
“in secret,” that will be most richly “ rewarded 
openly,” like the tropical fruits that grow large 
and luscious by the dews of the night. 

Success must, and will, follow whole-hearted 
labor for Jesus. There are already Chinese Chris- 
tians in California! There are some that can- 
not speak in English; but whose eyes glisten 
when they hear the precious name “ Yesu.”— 
There are others reflecting and inquiring. Oh 
that there were many of God’s children filled

AUSTRALIA AND CaLtrornnia—Go.p Missions 

MOVEMENTS. 

Satem, Mass., Aprit 3. 1853. 

Mr. Epitor:—You in California must look 
with interest towards Australia, and towards that 
stampede of men and civilization in that direction 
from various quarters of the civilized world, and 
especially from that region from which your own 
best citizens come. It may appear to some 
minds that Australia is a rival of California ; and 
doubtless the bids of the former, for men and 
venturer, do in some cases overbalance those of 
the latter; and doubtless it presents itself before ° 


the market.of the world in some measure as a | 


rival, to supply it with gold. But this antagon- 
ism is temporary, for it is merely the antagonism 
of the gold interest, and soon the life of Califor- 
nia and the life of Australia will not be gold but 
commerce, agriculture, manufactures, education, 
and religion—in short a christian civilization ; the 
gold interest will be subordinate; and then these 
lands, situated so as to be opposite commercial 
poles, willadd greatly to each other's prosperity. 
At present there is considerable interest in Aus- 
tralia along the Eastern States, but nothing in 
comparison with the excitement which was kept 
up for three years in relation to California.— 
Many men have gone there, but the interest is 
mainly of a commercial character. Goods are 
shipped, and men go to dispose of them. Very 
few have any thought of becoming « diggers.” 
Trade is their object. 

But there are views of this subject of much 
higher moment to the Christian. Especially 
can we see, in these new gold movements, 
one of God's methods of converting the world. 


has its advantages. Itis a pure and holy method. 
It carries the gospel among the heathen, by a 
Divine and sacred instrumentality—pure from 
first to last, as the Seraph who bore the live coal 
which he had taken with the tongs from off the 
altar, and laid it on the mouth of Isaiah, saying : 
So this hath touched thy lips; and thine iniquity is 
taken away, and thy sin purged. But it is, in 
ordinary cases, a slow method, requiring genera- 
tions for the gospel to take any vigorous and 
broad and self-sustaining hold on the public 
mind—those moral light-houses off your coast 
being the only marked exception. The method 
by colonization from Christian lands, as ordinarily 
carried on, is also slow; and besides, its opera- 
tions are mixed, largely secular and irreligious. 
But God has shown in our day, though by a pro- 
cess equally mixed, that he can convert even 
one of the lower passions into a great moral rail- 
way, Which shall run civilization and culture and 
finally christianity itself, into any dark corner of 


that balance and equilibrium of motives by 
which men have hitherto been kept in Christian 
lands, by laying open the long hidden treasures 
of the earth ; and thus, not by making men love 
gold, but by usmg that love for his own purposes, 
he causes it to turn out that immense amount of 
adventure and commerce first, and of enlight- 
enment and religion afterwards, sets toward Cali- 
fornia and Australia—a grand avalanche of the 
institutions of New and Old England upon these 
lands of gold. Thus, when God would plant 
the light of the gospel in these regions, central 
amid surrounding darkness, and is not willing to 
wait the ordinary slow march of improvement 
through the earth, nor allow the church to strug- 
gle on alone with this work, he bids the love of 
gold serve him. No sooner is the command 
viven, than this lower passion blows a loud blast 
and stirs Chistendom. It calls forth its follow- 
ers ; ships are wrested from the old channels of 
commerce, and thronged with passengers and 
freight; the new lands are explored, houses, 
wharves, cities, roads, and commonwealths are 
thrown up as in a day—built suddenly, myster- 
iously, like the fabrications of a dream. The 
institutions of the parent country are transfer- 


and those, who for a time may have been unduly 
influenced by the prevailing motive, but who 
still love the gospel, combined together: others 
follow them ; and soon the religion of Christ is 
an established fact, and the land Christian. — 
Great things were done in the Sandwich Islands 
in thirty years, but greater in California in three. 
If the missionary method may possess a savage 
land for Christ in an age, the gold method may 
ina day. God, therefore, by that propagating 
process by which principles and institutions may 
be transferred without abatement in their origin- 
al locality, has, in a moment as it were, emptied 
the institutions of education and christianity, in 
germ at least, of New England into California— 
and of Old England into Australia; nay, more’ 
has swept into those enervate and effete regions a 
population from the most vigorous and enter- 
prizing and healthful countries of the globe. 


Now look at this subject geographically—Cali- 
fornia and Oregon are the two eyes which Chris- 
tianity is just beginning to open on the western 
side of the continent, that she may see, over- 
takéfand subdue the desolations there ; and, at 
the same time, send a saving influence still fur- 
ther westward, wrapping, as it passes, with the 
mantle of Christ, the Islands of the Pacific, and 
catsing its waves, like those of the ocean it 
shores, to beat unceasingly against the dark 
spares of Japan and China, till they yield to the 
gospel. Australia occupies the central part of 
southern darkness—and when converted will 
send up its light upon the same regions north- 
ward, strengthening itself,as moral enterprizes do, 
by the many points of intermediate occupancy: 
How admirably situated these gold missions are 
to act on Polynesia, Malaysia, and Eastern Asia, 
to act first it may be commervially, but then by 
civilization and christianity. And how they 
will strengthen each other, standing as they do 
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over against each other, with the Sandwich Is- 


lands in a direct line between them. Who. can 
doubt the hand of God is in this work—and that 
forthe conversion of the world! If so, Godis 
the great missionary operator, and I have rightly 
designated this new era of missions, the era of 
If this result do not follow, it will be, Iam 
fully convinced, because the church of Christ 
does not respond to the openings and call of 
Providence—because Christians are recreant to 
their trust—and do not follow up with prayer and 
effort the urgent work God has put into their 
hands to do. 

There has been a strong effort made for the 
repeal of the anti-liquor law inthis State by our 
legislature.

There is a prospect that 
the law will have a fairer trial both in Boston and 
Salem this year than the last; for the licenses, 
which were granted by the authorities of the 
former city just on the eve of its passage—up- 
wards of 600 of them—and which made the law 
a fiullity, expire this work, and of course cannot 
be renewed—and in the latter city we have made 
choice of Asahel Huntington, one of the strong- 
est champions of temperance, as mayor. 

But Vermont has adopted the Mmine law with 


a and still more stringent provision. It has 
fhe che of the Maine law, and the follow- 
ing additional one. I copy from a slip of from the 


Windsor Journal: *C. Robinson Powers was 
taken intoxicated in his father’s house, in Wood- 
stock,and refused to disclose the name of the party 
of whom he purchased the liquor, which the Ver- 
mont law requires,—wereupon he was imprison- 
ed by the Justice of the Peace. The case was 
brought before the Supreme Court of the State 
upon a writ of habeas corpus, and the Court de- 
cided that the justice took a candid and correct 
view of the disclosure made, or professed to be 
made, by the relator, that the character of the 
disclosure, and the manner of its being made, 
were such as to induce the justice to believe, 
and that he did believe, that the prisoner knew 
more of the transaction than he saw fit to dis- 
close. 

Chief Justice Redtield says, in conclusion, of 
that portion of the law under which Robinson 
Was sentenced 

‘In mv judgement we could not declare this portion of the 
law void, without undoing, in principle, te a very great extent, 
the entire police of the State; forno jury trial is, or ever Was, 
allowed in any of these or similar cases.’ 

The Chief Justice contirms the decision of the 
Court below, and the relator must remain im- 
prisoned until he makes disclosure as to the man 
who sold him the liquor whereby he became in- 
toxicated.” Yours truly,

ltappears by the latest news from Mexico 
that this extraordinary individual, is again at the 
head of the affairs of that government. The his- 
tory of this manis truly wonderful. It surpasses 
fiction in startling incident, and sudden and con- 
trasting reverses. The whole range of romance 
scarcely furnishes anything toequal it for strange 
vicissitude. Placed at the head of the civil gov- 
ernment,—then a military leader against a prov- 
ince that had sprung into an infant republic,— 
taken prisoner, and in danger of forfeiting his 
life to the vengeance of his infuriated captors— 
we see him released, his charmed life safe, and 
the captive commander again at the head of the 
aflairs of his government, the idol of his peo- 
ple. The tide turns again, and he is driven 
away by an incensed mob of the populace.— 
His portraits and etligies ‘are burned, and the 
limb that was buried with such promp and cere- 
mony after its amputation, was disinterred and 
dragged forth through the streets in derision. — 
After a bnef exile.—upon the breaking out of war 
he returns,—is again welcomed with extravagant 
demonstrations of joy and placed at the head of 
the Government. He leads the army and is 
ayain defeated. Peace follows, the idol is once 


more hurled from his pedestal, and again goes into. 


exile. After the lapse of a few years anarchy 
seizes upon a government which is republican 
only iu form, and again the people ery for their 
deliverer. A deputation is sent to invite his re- 
turn—the Dictatorship is tendered him, which 
after some of Cwsar’s coyness, he upon certain 
conditions accepts. His entry into Mexico, is 
that of a conquerer, returning laden with the 
trophies of victory. His march toward the cap- 
ital to assume the reins of government is a tri- 
umphial one. To comport with the dignity of 
the character and the occasion, it was slow and 
stately. Brilliant receptions were everywhere 
offered by the city authorities and priesthood.— 
Sickening adulation and degrading — man wor- 
ship was the order of the march.

Squatter Riot at Santa Barbara Fatal Result. 

By the arrival of the Ohio, last Friday, the 
news of a Squatter riot, which resulted in the 
death of two men, was received in this city. 
It appears that one John Powers had taken pos- 
session under a Squatter title of the ranche 
known as the Arroyo Burro, near Santa Barbara, 
and had made improvements to the amount of 
four or five thousand dollars. The property had 
been originally leased by the Santa Barbara 
Mission. to Messrs. Denn and Hill, whose lease 
had two years torun. These parties had com- 
menced suit for the recovery of possession of 
the premises, and the case had been carried up 
from court to court, until a decision was had in 
their favor by the Supreme Court of the State, 
and a process was issued and put into the hands 
of the Sheriff of the County, W. W. Twist, to 
oust the tenant and put the parties in possession 
of their property. On Saturday the 30th, this 
Officer proceeded to serve his writ of ejectment 
on the occupant of the premises claimed. 

It having been suggested that possession could 
only be taken of the premises by force, it is 
stated that the Sherit! summoned a posse of the 
citizens to his aid, to meet him on the Plaza.— 
In addition to these preparations, it is stated that 
the officer procured and loaded a cannon on the 
Plaza, to be used in case of emergency. During 
the progress of these demonstrations a man 
named “ Mickey” made some remarks ridiculing 
the preparatfons, and throwing his riata over the 
cannon made a feint to draw it away, when the 
Sheriff ordered him to desist. During the par- 
ley a Californian came up behind Twist and 
stabbed him in the back. The individual thus 
attacked turned about, and shot the Californian 
dead, with his revolver, and at the same time 
gave the party summoned to his aid orders to 
fire, when a general fight commenced between 
the assembled parties. It is said that the Cali- 
fornians fired upon and killed a prominet citizen 
of the place Mr. J. A. Vidall. a Mr. Dunn was 
also shot through the shoulder. 

Great excitement prevailed. The appearance 
of the U. S. Revenue Cutter Ewing, in the har- 
bor the next morning. had the effect to allay this 
in aconsiderable degree. Upon her arrival the 


Mayor of the town Don Francisco de la Guerra, 


repaired on board and solicited the aid of the

element as a beverage, ample provision 
is made within and around Constanti- 


nople, by the construction of numerous | 


and magnificent baths and fountains, as 
also extensive reservoirs and aqueducts 
for their supply. Every one who visits 


agneducts that convey their waters into 
the city. 

The baths are circular buildings; some 
of those in the city proper are quite 
large, and the interior arrangements of 
them all are admirably adapted to the 

rposes for which they are used. 

- Notwithstanding [ had heard terrible 
accounts of the severe rubbing and 


ducking with which | would be inflicted, | 


still, in accordance with the old maxim, 
“When in Turkey do as the Turkeys 
do.” I made bold to go through the or- 
deal of a regular oriental bath, and in 
order to impart a correct idea of the gen- 
éral plan of the interior of the bathing 
establishments, as well as the bathing 
process, | cannot do better than give a 
short account of my experience. 

‘The first or preparation room into. 
which my bath attendant conducted me 
was a@ large Circular apartment, with an 
arched ceiling, haviug a sky-light in the 
centre ; a gallery which ran around three- 
fourths of its circumference was pro- 
vided, at convenient distances, with mat- 
tresses for the enjoyment of a siesta after 
In this gallery 
I changed my street habiliments for 
those of the bath; the latter merely con- 
sisting of a couple of large ‘T'urkish tow- 
els, properly adjusted. ‘These bath tow- 
els are quite celebrated and took the 
prize at the World’s Fair at London. On 
one side they have a raised surface, 
which renders them admirable absorb- 
ants.. Putting on a pair of wooden clogs, 
which had heels some two or three 
inches high, to protect the feet from the 
warm marble * ta I descended from 
the after many unsuccessful 
efforts to keep said clogs under my feet 
and much difficulty to avoid scattering 
the fire and tobacco of a dozen pipes 
that stretched out on the ‘floor from the 
mouths of as many smoking Turks, I 
succeeded in gaining another and similar 
ehamber, possessing a much higher tem- 
perature than the former. Here, on a 
mattress spread on a marble platform, | 
was under the necessity of reclining for 


about fifteen minutes so as gradually to 


prepare tbe system for the endurance of 
the still higher temperature of the next 
a ent, into which my Turkish at- 
tendant now led me. 

The atmosphere of this room was so 
warm and close that.it materially affect- 
ed the respiration, and caused the per- 

iration to ooze from every pore. There 

was attired: something like our first

INTERESTING SCIENTIFIC FACTS. 
Professor Faraday, in a recent lecture 


before the Royal Institute of England, | 


upon “the magnetic forces,” made the 
following interesting announcement: 


“ A German astronomer has for many 
years been watching the spots on the 
sun, and daily recording the result.— 
From year to year the groups of spots 
vary. They are sometimes very numer- 
ous; sometimes they are few. After a 
while it became evident that the variation 
in number followed a descending scale 
through five years, and then an ascend- 
ing scale through five subsequent years, 
so that the periodicity of the variations 
became a visible fact. 

While our German friend was busy 
with his groups of sun-spots, an Eng- 
lishman was busy with the variations of 
the magnetic needle. He, too, was a 


patent recorder, of patent observations. | 
On comparing his tabular results with 
those of the German astronomer, he 


found that the variations of the mag- 
netic needle corresponded with the varia- 
tions of the sun-spots—that the year 
when the groups were at their maxim- 
um, the variations of the needle were at 
their Maximum, and so on through their 
series) This relation may be coincident 
merely, or derivative; if the latter, then 
we do not connect astral and terrestrial 
magnetism, and new reaches of science 
are open to us.”
